(p) The extravagant difpofition mentioned in the 
preface of the college, to mix and accumulate fimples 
in every medicine, without any regard to defign or seal 
ufe, has extended itfelf even to this preparation, tho’ — 
Originally introduced by Sydenham, eminent for the fim- J 
plicity of his practice. ‘I'he intention of this, and of 
all the feveral preparations under the name of lauda- 
hum, is to Convey opium in a proper yehicle, and in 
{uch form that the real quantity prefcribed may be af- 
certained; that the incention of this medicine muft de- 
a: pend on the opium alone, is evident, from the very mi- 
ia nite quantity of the {pices, which is not half a grain 
to twenty drops, if they were took in fpecie, a quan- 
tity too-trivial to flatter the mot credulous, who refle& 
onit, with any expectation of the flighteft efficacy ;. 
but the fpices, and fuch other irrelative mixtures with 
opium, are not only needles, but really injurious, fince 
they conduce to perplex that fimple preparation, which 
is neceilary to the adjuftingthe due proportion of opium 
in the compofition, which, though perhaps notattended 
with all the danger that has been reprefented, from an 
excefs in the quantity of the dofe, may, where there is 
a defect of the fuppofed quantity, which, if real, would 
be but juft adequate to the effect, be the caufe of very. 
hazardous coniequences; for the avoiding which, I 
offer thefe confiderations: There are two kinds of di. 
{tinct fubftances in opium, the one a body inclining to. 
a refinous nature, which will diffolve in fpirit. of wine, 
: but will not fuffer a perfect folution in water ; the other, 
and far greater in quantity, a gum, which diffolves wih 
great readinels in water, but very imperfeétly, if atall, . é 
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in vinous fpirit; I mean in the real {pirituous part, for 
if the fpirit be very dilute, the water of courfe diflolyes 
apart; now, though vinous fpirit diffolves one fub- 
ftance of the opium, and water the other, yet, if they 
are mixed together, a perfect folution of the whole 
ina proportionable quantity does not follow, the dif. 
folving power of each menftruum being weakened by 
its commixture with the other ; the intention, therefore, 
‘of the tincture of opium, or laudanum, being only to 
procure a fluid form, and to increafe its volume, fo ed 
as to render {mall dofes capable of being meafured ; ; 
and as it appears, from what was faid above, that water a 
is the moft proper menftruum, as diffolving a much. 
greater part than vinous {pirit (though a proportion 
of the fpirit is neceflary to preferve it when diffolved) 
I apprehend the beft method of preparing it is thus, 
let two ounces of purified opium, fliced, be, as far asit 
admits, diffolved ina pint of boiling water ; then add to 
the folution, while it is yet hot, a quarter of a pint of 
weak {pirit of wine made warm, and immediately in- 
clofe the vefiel that contains them ; after they are per- 
fectly cold, pour or ftrain off the clear part of the folu- 
‘tion, from the undiflolved remains of the Opium, and 
keep it, well fecured from the air, for ufe; if the ad- 
mixture of fpices be ftill defired, a tinéture of them al- 
ready made in fpirit of wine may be added. 


NoTeE. 

‘To thefe wines, after they are filtered, it is ne- 
ceflary to add about a tweutieth part of proof fpi- 
niet, that they may be more fecure from fermenta- 
tion; itis proper alfo to keep them in the fame
